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The  world's  largest  collection  of  printed  materials  on  agriculture  and  related 
sciences,  1.6  million  volumes,  is  housed  in  the  National  Agricultural  Library 
Building.   About  50,000  volumes  are  rarities  published  before  the  founding  of  the 
land-grant  universities.   Many  periodicals  and  books  are  from  foreign  countries 
and  represent  the  world's  research  in  agriculture  and  applied  biological  sciences. 
These  collections  of  foreign  materials  were  to  a  great  degree  obtained  on  exchange 
for  USDA  publications  and  are  not  represented  at  all  in  any  other  U.S.  library. 
In  many  cases,  the  National  Agricultural  Library  holds  copies  of  publications 
which  have  become  rare  or  non-existent  in  the  countries  of  origin  because  of  poor 
storage  conditions,  war-time  losses,  and  the  poor  quality  of  original  papers  in 
those  countries. 

Because  the  land-grant  libraries 
and  the  Library  of  Congress  are 
responsible  for  all  subject  areas 
none  has  developed  the  kind  of 
collections  the  National  Agricul- 
tural Library  has  developed  in 
agriculture  and  pure  and  applied 
biological  sciences,  and  although 
the  collections  may  overlap  in 
some  very  general  areas,  and 
although  some  specialized  collec- 
tions scattered  around  the  U.S. 
may  overlap  to  a  narrow  degree, 
no  other  library  in  the  U.S., 
or  probably  the  world,  has  all  of 
the  scope  and  depth  of  materials 
held  by  NAL.   In  a  sense  the 
entire  NAL  collection  is  rare, 
and  it  contains  the  single  most 
important  body  of  knowledge  in 
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the  agricultural  and  related  sciences,  upon  which  our  civilization  is  based, 
without  which  it  could  not  continue  to  exist,  and  upon  which  the  future  may 
depend.   To  a  great  degree  the  future  depends  on  this  stored  knowledge  to  find 
means  to  overcome  energy,  environmental,  resource,  food  and  nutrition,  and  other 
prob I  ems . 

RESPONSIBILITIES 

The  Lending  Branch  of  the  National  Agricultural  Library/Technical  Information 
Systems  has  the  responsibility  to  supply  documents  from  the  NAL  collections  to 
USDA  personnel  and  to  libraries  throughout  the  USA  and  the  world.   Since  the 
information  in  these  documents  is  needed  to  assist  in  scientific  research, 
provision  of  them  in  their  most  usable  format  and  rapid  delivery  are  crucial  to  an 
efficient  document  delivery  service.   The  Lending  Branch  loaned  or  photocopied  (in 
lieu  of  loan)  more  than  180,000  items  from  its  collections  in  1980  and  considers 
the  service  efficient  if  80%  of  the  requested  items  are  processed  and  on  their  way 
in  5  or  less  working  days  from  the  time  of  the  initial  receipt  of  the  request. 
Considerable  effort  is  put  into  achieving  this  goal.

It  should  be  noted,  particularly  that  there  were  3,500  more  requests  handled  in 
FY80  than  in  FY79  and  with  less  manpower. 


MECHANISMS  FOR  SERVICE 

Even  less  manpower  is  now  a  Presidential  mandate  and  the  goal  becomes  still  harder 
to  attain.   Service  institutions  are  forced  to  find  unusual  ways  of  maintaining 
quality  service  to  the  public.   The  Lending  Branch  uses  several  mechanisms  in  an 
attempt  to  counteract  the  effects  of  a  diminishing  work  force;  a  breakdown  in  the 
delivery  of  documents  creates  a  massive  impediment  to  the  scientific  research 
process  in  this  country.   A  notable  example  of  one  such  mechanism  is  the  Regional 
Document  Delivery  System.   For  five  years  land-grant  university  libraries  have 
participated  with  the  USDA  and  the  National  Agricultural  Library  to  provide 
document  delivery  service  to  USDA  personnel  in  their  states  and  regions.   USDA 
employees  in  the  states  with  service  send  their  requests  for  photocopy  or  loans 
directly  to  the  Land-Grant  University  Library  within  their  state.   The  Land-Grant 
Library  completes  the  requests  whenever  possible  and  sends  the  materials  to  the 
requestor.   The  National  Agricultural  Library  reimburses  the  cooperating 
institutions.   The  total  number  of  participating  Land-Grant  Libraries  in  the 
system  is  now  28.   Another  mechanism  has  been  very  recently  initiated  to  sustain 
rapid  delivery  of  photocopied  articles.   The  Photodup I i cat i on  Lab  of  NAL/TIS 
responds  to  requests  from  the  U.S.  and  abroad  for  copies  of  journal  articles  held 
in  the  NAL  collection.   It  is  the  heart  of  document  delivery  service  to  the 
agricultural  research  corrmunity.   By  August  of  1980,  the  staff  of  the 
Photodupl i cat i on  Lab,  through  cuts  and  freezes  had  dwindled  to  50  manhours  per 
week  while  the  number  of  requests  to  be  processed  continued  at  the  same  rate.   The 
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backlog  was  horrendous.   As  a  result  a  contract  was  let,  shifting  the 

photodup I i cat i on  process  from  NAL  staff  to  the  contracting  personnel.   The 

contractor  is  required  to  provide  photocopy  within  24  hours  of  receipt  of  the 

article  to  be  copied  and  can  duplicate  in  electrostatic,  microfilm,  or 

microfiche  form.  (And  from  time  to  time  evaluation  cards  will  be  included  with  the 

copy  requesting  that  the  user  indicate  by  completing  and  returning  the  card  how 

satisfactory  the  quality  of  the  service  is.)   This  arrangement  began  on  February 

2,  1981.
